The legislature shall have 
power to classify counties, cities, bor- 
oughs, school districts, and townships ac- 
cording to population, and all laws passed 
relating to each class, and all laws passed 
relating to. and regulating procedure and 
proceedings in court with reference to. any. 
class, shall be deemed -general legislation 
within the meaning of this Constitution; 
but counties, cities and school districts 
shall not be divided into more iban seven 
classes, and boroughs into not more than 
fire classes.
